Answer of Gen. Appleton. 

Portland, Feb. 24, 1843. 

Gentlemen: —Your communication ap¬ 
prizing me formally ol my numinaiion by 
the Convenlion recently held at Hallowell, 
as candidate fur the office of Governor, a', 
the next State elecliun, was duly leeeived; 
and 1 beg the members of that respectable 
convention to accept my thanks for this ex¬

agitating the country, between freeduin 
and slavery- 1 pray the committee, to ac¬ 
cept my acknowledgements for the oblig¬ 
ing terms in which they have expressed 

The formation of the libertv oari v 
»ot tbo rcaiiU uP o fove 01 party, nor of a 
desire to be placed in the altitude of hos¬ 
tility to other parlies; for parties ate not 
to be sought on their own account, they 
are never valuable as an end, and can be 
justified only as a means, in the accom¬ 
plishment of an important public object ; 
nor can it be a source of gralific.'ilioii to us, 
to be arrayed in opposition to large class¬ 
es of our fellow citizens, with whom we are 
otherwise associated, and who haie claims 
upon our kindness and respect; but it re¬ 
sulted from the necessity ol the case— 
from the fact that the encroachments of 
slavery upon the constitulional rights of 
the free stales, were fearfully increasing 
and had become intolerable. Besides this, 
the 1101 them press was silent, and northern 
statesmen and politicians were for the most 
par'., indifferent or insensible to these en¬ 
croachments; and the two great political 
parlies, who divided the counliy, were so 
interwoven with slavery, and so intent on 
their mere paity objects, as to render it 
vain to hope for any remedy, from either 
of them. It vvas under lhe.se circumstan¬ 
ces that the liberty party was originated; 
and this organization was demanded alike 
by the interest and honor and true pros¬ 
perity of our whole country. It was for 
no slight or transient reasen.s we thus uni¬ 
ted, but it was to expose and repel the pre¬ 
posterous and unfounded pretensions ofj 
slavery; to hold up to the regard ol the 
American people, the high and imperilive 
claims of liberty, and to secure to the free 
states their just and equal rights in the 
benefits of the general government. 

In proof of this necessity, 1 need not 
reiterate the facts which are spread upon 
the records of our government for the last 
Sity years, and which have been again and 
again presented to the community, through 
anti-slavery and other publications, to 
show the atrocities of slavery and its en¬ 
croachments upon the rights of the free 
staie.s. No intelligent citizen will deny 
these encroachments, nor pretend that we 
have not been insulted and disgraced by 
the spirit of duinina'.ion engendered by 
slavery. Indeed, our national government 
seems to have been administered froin the 
beginning, on the assumption, that the 
leading object for which it wa.s established, 
was to secure and perpetuate the rights 
and benefits of slavery, rather than to 
“secure the blessings of liberty to our¬ 
selves and our pokerity.” We had sub¬ 
mitted so long to this monstrous perver¬ 
sion of the constitution, that it was thought 
quite proper for the south to command, 
and not less the duty of the north to obev; 
and he who questioned the fitness of lliis 
stale of things, was considered obnoxious 
to the charge of hostility to the Union. 

It is utterly impossible that there can be 
permanent quiet in the country, or that the 
legislation ol Congress can be favorable 
to the general prosperity ol the country 
and give satisfaction to the people at large, 
until the representatives of the people,

10 most of your readers, 1 have no know- 
edge of ilte exact numbers of that denoiniiia- 
liun, but unless there has been a very rapid 
increase wiljiin a lew years, they have nev¬ 
er numhered over fifty or sixty thousand in 
all ; and I have never heard of a secession, 
carrying avvay one half or more ; and if such 
he the fapi, tiiere most have been .-uore pro- 
slarcryisin in that church than I had siippns- 
ed. i knew ihal a few person- in Virginia 
or Keuincky, a few years since spjilied. I'roiii 
urdiiiaiion in that chuicli, and weie rejecied, 
because they were slaveliulders ; but I had 
not supposed ihe number, including ilie 
Churches Iu vvhinii ihey ministered were so 
great as Tinny Tliiius.iud.

Tho liberty prirty has been regarded by nia- 
r na a sccti.miil party, having for its only ob¬ 
ject the acciiriiy ol northerii right-. Tbia vve 
conceive lo be a limilcd and uiijuat view of 
the scope and design of its orgiinizulion.

The liberty party is nilapted to benefit the 
south far more than il is the north, because 
they are by far the greatest suflVrers from 
slavery. It seeks to expel the plague Irom 
that fair and fertile region of our country 
and urge the life-blood of general prosjierity 
back into its withered veins. Break down sla¬ 
very in the south, and it would immediately 
put on the garments of spring, educati 
dusiry, vveallh, religion and happiness would 
spread over tho.se va.st and novv heaven-curst 
regions.
